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Playwrite  lends  FSC  a  handPoinlr" 


The  award  winning  play, 
Thornwood  will  be  poking  around  FSC 
this  up-coming  Febuary.  Thornwood 
written  by  Tony  Howarth, is  about  a 
teacher  with  tenure  teaching  inner-city 
students  Hamlet  ,  utilizing  teaching 
techniques  that  are  somewhat  ques- 
tionable to  the  conservative  adminis- 
tration that  he  works  under.  The  play- 
wright of  Thornwood,  Tony  Howarth, 
has  agreed  to  rewrite  parts  of  this 
script  to  fit  the  diverse  FSC  cast. 

I  spoke  with  Tony  Howarth  over  the 
phone  at  his  home  in  Hudson,  New 
York.  Howarth,  who  is  of  British  ori- 
gin, came  to  the  United  States  in  1  947 
at  the  age  of  fourteen.  He  was  work- 
ing as  a  high  school  teacher  in  1988 
when  he  came  up  with  the  concept  for 
his  play.  While  sitting  in  the  car  wait- 
ing for  his  daughter's  boyfriend,  he 
picked  up  a  copy  of  Hamlet.  The  idea 
struck  him;  what  would  it  be  like  to 
have  your  thoughts  over  come  by 
Hamlet?  "  What  would  happen  if  a 
teacher  teaching  Hamlet  becomes  in- 
volved in  it,  that  he  began  to  see  the 
events  of  Hamlet  going  on  around  him 
right  there  in  the  classroom,  right 
there  in  the  school?"  It  only  took  him 
three  days  to  write  the  script  for 
Thornwood,  which  is  an  amazing  pace 
for  writing  an  award-winning  play. 
"There  is  one  I've  been  working  on 
since  last  April  that  isn't  finished  yet," 
says  Howarth. 

Written  in  1 988,  Thornwood  has 
been  performed  several  times  all  over 
the  country.  It  has  played  at  Platsburg, 
Colorado  Springs,  Cleveland,  Newark, 
New  York,  and  Philadelphia,  to  name  a 
few.  There  was  a  film  made  of  the 
play  in  1  996  called  Slings  and  Arrows, 
which  won  a  prize  in  a  French  film  fes- 
tival. 

When  asked  if  the  character 
Thornwood  is  at  all  autobiographical, 
he  responded  "No.  There  are  certain 
things  you  bring  to  the  craft  ...  I'm 
not  denying  it  does  happen.  When 
you're  writing,  you're  going  to  reach 
into  your  own  experiences."  Charac- 
ters are  often  defined  by  circum- 
stance. 

At  one  performance  in  Colorado 
Springs  there  was  a  casting  problem. 
The  play  calls  for  an  immigrant  from 
the  Philippines,  yet  there  were  no  ac- 
tors to  fit  the  part.  Tony  was  asked 
to  change  the  script  to  fit  the  cast. 
That  was  the  start  of  many  rewrites 
to  fit  several  different  casts. 
Thornwood  is  a  special  play  for  Tony,

so  he  takes  the  time  to  do  the  re- 
writes. So  when  director  Kelly  Morgan 
asked  him  to  do  a  rewrite  for  the 
Fitchburg  production,  Tony  was  more 
than  happy  to  oblige.  "I've  got  a 
couple  of  plays  going  on  now,  and  I 
probably  won't  see  them  ...  I'm  not 
invited  to,  and  I  probably  wouldn't  go 
even  if  I  were,  because  somehow  it  has 
come  to  a  sort  of  closure.  But  this 
play  is  a  play  which  involves  an  en- 
semble, it's  a  very  strong  piece  with 
an  ensemble  spirit." 

Another  reason  he  does  these  rec- 
reations is  to  update  the  language, 
which  in  itself  can  be  very  dated.  "It 
uses  a  lot  of  contemporary  slang,"  and 
with  the  original  script  being  nine  years 
old,  that  could  build  a  barrier  in  relat- 
ing to  the  audience. 


Tony  will  be  on  campus  to  sit  in  on 
rehearsal  later  in  November.  He  is  in 
no  way  there  to  intimidate,  to  make 
sure  the  play  is  done  "right",  but  to 
answer  any  questions  or  inquiries  the 
cast  might  have. 

Thornwood  premiers  February  25  - 
28,  and  runs  through  March  4-7,  and 
1 3  -  1 4  at  8:00  p.m.  The  Matinees 
will  run  February  28,  March  7,  and  1 4 
at  3:00  p.m.  in  Percival  Auditorium.  It 
is  the  first  play  at  FSC  for  the  two  new 
theater  professors,  with  Kelly  Morgan 
as  director  and  Richard  McElvain  as 
Thornwood;  continuing  an  improved 
theater  program  that  got  its  running 
start  in  the  last  few  years  with  impres- 
sive productions  under  the  direction 
of  Chola  Chisunka.

Robert  B.  Parker  to  speak 

As  part  of  the  college's  New  England  Writers  Series,  Robert  B.  Parker, 
bestselling  author  if  the  Spenser  detective  novels  will  present  a  free  lecture 
at  FSC  on  Thursday,  November  20th,  at  7:30  p.m.  in  Percival  Auditorium. 
Parker  will  entertain  with  stories,  vignettes,  and  answers  to  audience  ques- 
tions. He  will  be  available  to  sign  books  following  his  talk. 

Parker  has  as- 
sumed the  mantle 
of  the  dean  of 
American  crime 
fiction.  His  novels 
featuring  the  wise- 
cracking, street- 
smart  Boston  pri- 
vate eye  Spenser 
have  earned  him  a 
devoted  following 
and  reams  of  criti- 
cal acclaim,  typi- 
fied by  R.W.B. 
Lewis's  comment, 
"We  are  witnessing 
one  of  the  great 
series  in  the  history 
of  the  American 
detective  story" 
(The  New  York 
Times  Book  Re- 
view). 

Parker's  30th 
and  most  recent 
novel  is  Night  Pas- 
sage. It  launches  a 
new  crime  fiction 
series  featuring 
Jesse  Stone,  a  35- 
year-old  former 
LA.  homicide  detective  who  is  running  on  empty  after  his  marriage  disinte- 
grates and  his  drinking  costs  him  his  badge  with  the  LAPD. 

Small  Vices,  published  last  April,  is  the  most  recent  Spenser  novel.  The 
author's  other  works  include  the  classic  Poodle  Springs,  a  novel  completed 
from  an  unfinished  manuscript  begun  by  the  late  Raymond  Chandler.  Parker 
went  on  the  write  Perchance  to  Dream,  the  sequel  to  Raymond  Chandler's 
The  Big  Sleep.  Ironically,  Parker  wrote  about  Chandler  in  a  chapter  of  his 
doctoral  thesis  about  the  evolution  of  the  American  hero,  beginning  with 
the  Colonial  period  and  ending  with  the  20th  century  mystery  writers.  As 
fate  would  have  it,  Parker  has  become  one  of  the  best  of  them:  "Robert  B. 
Parker  has  taken  his  place  beside  Dashiell  Hammett,  Raymond  Chandler, 
and  Ross  MacDonald"  (The  Boston  Globe). 

Bom  and  raised  in  Massachusetts,  Parker  attended  Colby  College  in  Maine, 
served  with  the  Army  in  Korea,  and  then  completed  a  Ph.D.  in  English  at 
Boston  University.  He  married  his  wife  Joan  in  1956  and  they  raised  two 
sons,  David  and  Daniel.  Together  the  Parkers  founded  Pearl  Productions,  a 
Boston-based  independent  film  company  named  after  their  short-  haired 
pointer,  Pearl,  who  has  also  been  featured  in  Parker's  last  few  novels. 

Parker  began  writing  his  Spenser  novels  in  1971  while  teaching  at 
Boston's  Northeastern  University.  This  series  inspired  the  ABC-TV  series 
"Spenser  for  Hire."  The  24  Spenser  novels  make  that  fictional  detective 
the  longest  ongoing  character  in  the  genre. 

Future  speakers  in  the  New  England  Writers  Series  will  include  econom- 
ics correspondent  Paul  Solman,  children's  writer  Patrica  MacLachlan,  and 
novelist-snort  story  writer  Gish  Jen.  For  more  information,  contact  Cultural 
Affairs  Coordinator  Mary  Chapin  Durling  at  (978)  665-3708.

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Lets  give  them  something  to  cheer  about 


Sabrina  Hale,  an  SGA  member  and  FSC  cheerleader,  is  currently  represent- 
ing the  FSC  cheerleaders  in  their  battle  with  the  college  to  have  cheerleading 
classified  as  a  sport  rather  than  a  club  FSC.  If  cheerleading  were  to  be  consid- 
ered a  sport,  the  team  would  receive  necessary  funding  that  would  provide 
them  with  a  coach,  practice  space,  and  scholarships,  all  of  which  would  help  to 
attract  new  members. 

At  SGA  meetings,  Sabrina  talks  about  how  to  help  the  FSC  Cheerleaders  to 
become  recognized  by  the  school.  She 
seeks  to  gain  the  input  of  the  other  SGA 
members  and  to  use  their  positive  in- 
fluence at  FSC  to  help  with  the  deci- 
sion making  for  the  future  of  the  col- 
lege cheerleaders. 

Recently,  I  met  with  Sabrina  and  we 
discussed  how  she  felt  about  the  cheer- 
leaders position  at  FSC,  and  how  she 
was  active  in  their  battle. 
Melissa:  "How  do  you  feel  about  the 
cheerleaders  being  a  club  and  not  a 
sport  at  FSC?" 

Sabrina:  "I  don't  think  it's  fair  because 
at  other  schools  it  is  considered  a  var- 
sity sport  and  scholarships  are  awarded. 
Melissa:  "What  can  be  done,  or  what 
are  you  willing  to  do  to  make 
cheerleading  a  sport?" 
Sabrina:  "Petitions  can  be  made,  call- 
ing other  schools  to  find  out  the  posi- 
tion cheerleading  holds  there,  speaking 
to  the  people  who  are  involved  with  the 
decision  making,  and  I  can  also  be  at 
SGA  meetings  on  behalf  of  the  sport  itself." 

Melissa:  "Tell  me  what  goes  on  at  cheerleading  practices  that  you  feel  should 
make  the  school  hold  a  more  responsible  position  with  the  cheerleaders. 
Sabrina:  "Stunting-  it's  hazardous  to  your  healthl  And  now  that  there  are 
male  cheerleaders  it  is  even  more  dangerous  than  before  because  the  level  of 
difficulty  has  increased.  Also,  we  have  no  use  of  the  gym  or  mats,  so 
we  are  practicing  outside  where  the  grass  is  usually  wet  and  slippery  and  there 
is  very  little  lighting." 

Melissa:  "Who  pays  for  funding  right  now  when  things  are  needed  for  the 
cheerleaders?  Who  pays  for  these  things  and  how  do  you  go  about  getting 
them?" 
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Sabrina:   "No  one- not  the  school.   Alumni  sometimes  donate  things  to  the 
cheerleaders,  but  the  only  way  they  will    donate  is  if  their  name  is  printed  on 
what  they  donated.   So  their  name  is  there  where  the  school's  should 
be.  We  also  have  personal  donations  which  are  made  by  the  cheerleaders." 
Melissa:    "What  have  you  done  so  far  to  get  cheerleading  on  its  way  to 
becoming  a  sport  at  FSC?   How  do  you  feel  about  its  chances?" 
Sabrina:    "I  have  called  other  schools.  I  have  talked  to  cheerleaders  at 

Bridgewater-  State  College  about  their 
position.  I  am  working  with  John  Shealy, 
Student  Trustee,  and  all  of  SGA  and 
anyone  else  who  can  help  us  to  get  this 
on  its  way.  I  have  also  made  it  a  point 
to  bring  up  at  the  SGA  meetings  what 
category  cheerleading  falls  under.  To 
be  a  club  at  FSC  you  need  to  be  open 
to  everyone.  Cheerleading  isn't  be- 
cause we  hold  tryouts.  Right  now,  we 
are  not  considered  a  funded  club  be- 
cause of  this  reason.  Now  we  are  con- 
sidered a  club  and  campus  activity.  No 
one  knows  what  we  should  fall  under 
and  no  one  wants  to  take  responsibil- 
ity for  us.  I  do  think  that  it  is  a  good 
idea  to  make  cheerleading  a  sport  be- 
cause it  will  help  increase  enrollment. 
Hopefully  the  decision  will  be  made  by 
the  end  of  this  semester  or  the  begin- 
ning of  second  semester.  The  sooner 
the  better  because  it  can  then  be  put 
on  the  applications  under  Varsity 
Sports,  'now  including  cheerleading.'" 
Melissa:  "Who  or  what  is  the  main  reason  why  cheerleading  is  not  a  sport 
right  now  at  FSC?" 

Sabrina:  "As  far  as  I  know,  there  is  only  one  person  who  is  constantly  getting 
in  the  way  of  cheerleading's  chances.  President  Riccards  and  the  Vice  Presi- 
dent support  the  cheerleaders  and  feel  that  they  are  doing  a  good  job.  But 
other  things  that  are  getting  in  our  way-  funding;  the  school  not  wanting 

to,  also  paying  for  a  coach,  and  practice  space  that  we  don't  have.  There  are 
a  lot  of  people  who  are  on  our  side  and  feel  we  are  doing  a  good  job.  Why 
shouldn't  we  be  a  sport?"

Firebugs,  a  play  written  by  Max 
Frisch,  will  be  performed  under  the  di- 
rection of  FSCs  own  Jameson  Lee  in 
Percival  Auditorium  November  1  2th 
and  1  3th  and  then  again  November 
21st  and  22nd. 

"Firebugs  takes  place  in  the  home 
of  a  rich  industrialist,  Gottleib 
Biederman.  A  pair  of  arsonists  arrive 
and  proceed  to  take  advantage  of  the 
household  and  harass  the  maid.  The 
play  examines  morality  (and  the  lack 
thereof).  In  the  conclusion  of  the  play 
(after  the  inevitable  bonfire  of  the 
house),  Gottleib  and  his  nerve-wracked 
wife  find  themselves  in  Hell.  We  find 
out  who  the  Devil  is  and  how  the  bu- 
reaucracy of  the  afterlife  works,"  ac- 
cording to  Lee.

His  cast  includes  Ryan  DeCarolis, 
premiering  in  his  first  leading  role  as 
the  Hell-bound  bureaucrat,  Gottleib. 
His  wife  Babette  is  played  by  Tara 
Petruzzi,  also  in  her  first  leading  role. 
Erin  Sheehan  plays  a  sweeping  role  as 
the  angry  maid  Anna,  while  Greg 
Maguire  and  Jeff  Lessard  reak  havoc 
as  the  arsonists:  Shmitz  and  Eisenring.

There  is  also  a  red-hot  cho- 
rus of  firefighters  that  include  Jen 
Campbell,  Mike  Knight,  Katie  Fewlass, 
Jen  Majeran,  and  Chris  Trudeau  as  cho- 
rus leader.

The  80+  categories  of  stuff  include:  phone  cards,  T-shirts,  posters, 
software,  magazines,  financial  aid — anything  and  everything. 

[  would  not  peg  the  designer  of  this  site  as  a  professional  programmer,  but 
what  it  lacks  in  "flash",  it  makes  up  for  in  content,  navigation,  and  download 
times. 

This  site  has  a  simple  and  functional  design.  Banner  ads  and  text  links  are 
mixed  with  clip-art  images.  This  combination  of  elements  makes  for  pretty 
speedy  download  times.  Sometimes  the  ad  banners  obscure  the  page's  con- 
tent however;  it's  the  nature  of  the  beast  though.  Viewing  ads  in  exchange  for 
a  useful  service  isn't  a  big  a  deal  (it's  like  TV). 

V.F.S  has  a  non-traditional  navigation  system.  It  works  very  well  within  the 
site's  context.  Each  page  has  links  to  all  80  +  categories  of  "free  stuff"  at  the 
bottom.  At  first,  this  looks  like  a  waste  of  space,  but  it  allows  users  access  to 
any  site  information  from  every  page,  which  comes  in  handy. 

Some  parts  of  this  site  use  frames,  so  users  need  a  frames-enabled  browser. 
Frames  are  used  on  "commercial"  pages,  which  are  placed  between  sections. 
The  frames  allow  users  to  view  a  sponsor  page,  or  click  past  it  for  more  con- 
tent. 

This  site  is  pretty  useful  for  finding  "free  stuff"  on  the  web.   Of  course, 
nothing  is  1  00%  free;  most  sites  require  registration,  form  filling,  contest  en- 
tering, or  some  other  little  task  like  that.  In  most  instances,  the  "free  stuff"  is 
worth  the  effort,  and  the  risk  of  getting  on  more  junk  mail  mailing  lists.

TAIPEI,  TAIWAN  -  Two  men  had  their  arms  torn  from  their  bodies  as  a 
result  of  a  tug-of-war  contest  in  Taipei.  Both  men  wrapped  the  rope 
around  their  left  arm  in  an  attempt  to  have  a  better  grip.  Their  limbs 
were  torn  when  the  rope  snapped  during  the  contest,  which  involved 
over  1 ,600  participants.  Doctors  performed  a  seven-hour  reattach- 
ment operation  and  are  hopeful  that  the  men  will  recover  up  to  70 
percent  of  the  use  of  their  arms.

PITTSBURGH  -  A  panel  of  Superior  Court  judges  dis- 
missed a  case  where  an  inmate  sued  a  company  over 
a  labeling  mistake.  Keith  Maydak,  26,  measured  the 
tablespoons  from  a  10-ounce  bottle  of  Bartolacci 
Private  Stock  Olive  Oil  and  found  it  contained  only 
21 ,  as  opposed  to  1 28  advertised  on  the  label.  The 
judges  wrote  in  their  final  review:  "We  find  this  case 
extremely  hard  to  digest."  Maydak  plans  to  appeal 
the  case  to  the  state's  Supreme  Court.
